C h i c a g o , March 5 . — Chief Engineer 
A rthur's headquarters presented a 
lively scene this morning. The room 
was crowded w ith mem bers of the 
Grievance Committees of 
various 
western and northwestern railroads, 
representing both the engineers’ and 
firemen’s organizations. 
They had 
come from as far as New Mexico in 
response to calls of Chief A rthur to 
the Burlington strike. 
All seemed in 
hearty accord with each other. 
At 10 


a . m . the meeting was opened by Ar­ 
thur. 
None attended other than the 
grand officers and chairm en of griev­ 
ance committees. 
The proceedings 
of th e m eeting were of the most secret 
character. 
It was expected th a t tho 
deliberations would last possibly all 
day. 


AT THE UNION DEPOT. 
The 
Chicago, 
Burlington 
and 
Quincy ran into and from the Union 
depot this morning with pretty much 
the regularity they did the day be­ 
fore the strike began. 
Early this 
morning a notice was posted in the 
conductors’ rooms showing th at all 
trains would lie run on schedule time 
except three through trains which 
have been abandoned. All the en­ 
gines, both in and out, were manned 
by now men. 
None of the officers of 
the road are acting as m echanics on 
any of them. 
About one hundred are being exam ­ 
ined as engineers at the offices of the 
com pany. 
They are mostly 
men 
who arrived from the E ast yesterday. 
To-day freight is being received for all 
points east of the Mississippi river, 
and to-uiorrow it will be received for 
points up to the Missouri. 


VOLUNTEERS DESERTING. 
A uthentic information was brought 
to Chief A rthur’s headquarters this 
m orning th at six engine crews, com­ 
posed of Reading Knights of Labor, 
engaged by the Burlington read, have 
deserted their engines at Galesburg. 
Four other crews left at Aurora. 


A REPRESENTATIVE 
GATHERING. 
It turns out th at the num ber of 
roads represented at tho meeting this 
morning is much larger than the pub­ 
lic was led to suppose. 
The following 
are the roads represented: 
Alton. 
Rock Island, Missouri Pacific, Wa­ 
bash, Burlington, Cedar Rapids and 
N orthern, Union Pacific, Wisconsin 
C entral, ht. Paul Baltimore and Ohio, 
Chicago Burlington and Northern, 
Louisville New Albany aud Chicago, 
Illinois Central. New York Chicago 
and St Louis, Chicago Burlington and 
Quincy, Atchison Topeka and Santa 
Fé, Chicago and Northw estern, C hi­ 
cago and Eastern Illinois, Chicago 
aud At antic, St. Paul Minneapolis 
and M anitoba,and Chicago and Grand 
Trunk. 


SPIR IT OF THE MEETING. 
The m orning session lasted until 
1 :3 0 this afternoon, when an adjourn­ 
m ent was taken until 2.30. 
None of 
tho mem bers would give details of 
the deliberations, hut the chairm an 
of one of the principal grievance com ­ 
m ittees said: “ You can say this: 
T h e session was one of the most har­ 
monious nature. 
Each one of the 
delegates announced himself as stand­ 
ing shoulder to shoulder with the 
Burlington men. 
It is impossible to 
say how lung the meeting will last.’’ 


CHATS WITH COMMITTEEMEN. 
The fact that delegates from tho 
Brakemen’s Brotherhood were present 
at the n r cting of the Grievance Com­ 
mittee indicated one object of tho 
conference. 
All the engineers who 
could ba induced to talk said that the 
brakernen were with the strikers. 
Mr. O ’Brien, of the Press Committee, 
when asked if a strike was contem­ 
plated on the Northwestern road, said 
th at th e utm ost good feeling existed 
between the officials and tho engine- 
men on that road. 
A strike on the 
Noittiwestern was not desired, that 
is as a division c>f m atter. 
It is the 
intention of the engineers, he said, to 
confine the strike, if possible, to the 
Burlington system. 
W hat about the strike on the Bur­ 
lington & N orthern?” 
“ The Grievance Committee on that 
road,” replied O’Brien, “ has reported 
th at they have exam ined into the 
m atter and find that no grievance 
exists there. 
The officials of the Bur­ 
lington 
N orthern have undertaken 
to 
be perfectly 
neutral 
in 
the 
m atter. ” 


A STATEMENT DY BAKU ENT. 
Grand M aster Sargent of the Broth­ 
erhood. was shown a report of the 
proceedings in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives in which White,of Indiana, 
proposed to send a Congressional 
committee to investigate the Burling­ 
ton railroad strik e: “ You can #av for 
m e,” said Sargent, “ that we are"per­ 
fectly willing that any committee 
composed 
of 
practical 
railroad 
men 
should 
exam ine 
and 
pass 
upon 
our 
dem ands 
at 
any tim e. We have been ready at all 
tim es to meet the officials of the Chi­ 
cago, Burlington and Quincy road and 
settle our grievances in an amicable 
way. We are not asking them to pay 
any more wages than is paid by all 
the lines running out of Chicago. We 
are perfectly willing to have a Con­ 
gressional committee examine the 
m atter, and see if they con bring out 
a settlem ent. This strike is not of our 
seeking, but we know that the de­ 
mands of tho men are just, and we 
can readily convince any intelligent 
m an of th a t fact, and had the Bur­ 
lington and Quincy officials to-day 
acceeded to our dem ands, which are 
m ainly 3>¿ cents per mile for passen­ 
ger service and 4 cents per mile for 
freight service, with 60 per cent of the 
above rates to firemen, the wheels of 
the entire system would be moving in 
twelve hours. 
Chief Arthur said: 
“I heartily en­ 
dorse Sargent’s words.” 


TH E COMPANY’S^ *OSITION. 
General Psssongoy.Agent Morton, 


speaking for the company, this after­ 
noon said he was of th e opinion that the 
backbone of the strike was broken. 
“ Wo aie running a sufficient num ber 
of passenger trains,” said he, “ to ac 
commodate all the business, and our 
freight traffic has nearly assumed it* 
normal condition. 
We have taken all 
the engineers ami firemen we can 
handle and have instructed our east­ 
ern agents not to send us any more 
unless they happen to lie thoroughly 
competent engineers. 
In the event 
of a strike on the Burlington & North­ 
ern road, that company would proba­ 
bly take tho raen we cannot use our­ 
selves.” 


A SIDE VIEW OK TH E STRIKE. 
About 4 o’clock this afternoon Gen­ 
eral Manager H arris, of the Chicago, 
Burlington 
<!fc N orthern, called at 
Chief A rthur’s private room. 
Mr. 
H ariis is m anager of the road on 
which a strike was ordered to occur 
at 7 o’clock this evening. 
The road 
extends from Savannah, Illinois, to 
Minneapolis, Minnesota. 
Chief Ar­ 
thur came from the Grievance Com­ 
mittee m eeting to m eet Mr. Harris. 
Mr. H arris requested Mr. A rthur’s 
assistance in averting the threatened 
strike. To this Mr. A rthur replied that 
he had not been consulted by the men 
about 
striking 
and 
therefore 
if 
they struck it was their own fight. 
He could not interfere cither for or 
against either side. 
This made it 
necessary for Mr. H arris to discuss 
the differences with his own men. 
The Grievance Committee of the road 
was called in from the general m eet­ 
ing and a talk was had. 
An hour’s 
discussion resulted in an order to the 
men not to striko. and the whole m at­ 
ter is held in abeyance until the chair­ 
man of the committee can reach home 
and have a talk with the men. 


WI1AT WAS DONE AT TH E CONFERENCE. 
Though Chief Engineer A rthur and 
Grand Master Sargent utterly refused 
to answer any question concerning 
what had been going on in the meet­ 
ing, it was learned from one who 
occupies a position of importance in 
the committee w hat liad transpired. 
“ In the first place,” ‘said iie to an 
Associated Pi ess reporter, “ Chief Ar­ 
thur called the heads of the grievance 
committees together for tho purpose 
of ascertaining how' the engineers and 
firemen 
of 
the 
roads centering 
in Chicago felt toward the Bur­ 
lington 
men. 
He 
wanted 
to 
bo sure of 
his 
position before 
he took any further steps in regard to 
the Burlington m anagement. 
When 
the m eeting opened the Chief request­ 
ed a full and fair report from each 
cha>rman. 
He asked thorn not to 
blind him by giving exaggerated re­ 
ports, but to simply say whether or 
not the men on the other lines were 
williug to back him up if he still 
fought the cause of the Burlington 
men. One by one the chairmen re­ 
plied and it is a fact- that all the re­ 
ports were of the same tenor of alli­ 
ance to the fullest degree. 
This ac­ 
counts for the universal good humor 
of the delegates when they departed, 
and the confident air of the Ciiief E n­ 
gineer and Grand Master this m orn­ 
ing. 
“ Did the Chief issue any orders to 
his subordinates, or iudicate any line 
of action for the future?” 
“ No, sir; he did not. 
He thanked 
them for their loyalty; told them to 
go to their various divisions, report 
to the men that he was in the fight to 
win and if they stood firm to the 
pledge given at to-day’s meeting, he 
would win the Burlington fight, and 
that in short order.” 
An attem pt was made this evening 
to obtain an expression of opinion 
from officers of the Burlington road as 
whether they were in favor of the Con­ 
gressional investigation of the strike 
as per Congressman W hite’s resolu­ 
tion in the House to-day. 
None of 
them woul I talk to the reporter in 
reference to the m atter. 


CONGRESSIONAL ACTION. 


W a s h i n g t o n , M arch 5. — In the 
House, W hite, of Indiana, introduced 
the following pream ble and resolution, 
which was referred to the Committee 
on Comm erce: 
W h e r e a s , There has been inaug­ 
urated a great strike on the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy 
Railroad, 
which, if not speedily checked, will 
end in widespread destitution and 
suffering not only to those im m ediate­ 
ly engaged in it, but toothers who aie 
not directly connected therewith, je t, 
nevertheless, are greatly affected by 
the prolongation aud continuation of 
said strike; 
Resolved., That a spec ial committee 
of five members be appointed by the 
Speaker to proceed at once to Chicago, 
and there investigate affairs in rela­ 
tion to said strik e; th a t they be em­ 
powered and requested to act as medi­ 
ators between the Chicago, Burling­ 
ton and Quincy Company and Chief 
A rthur, and bring about a settlem ent 
of the pending troubles aud differ­ 
ences which will be amicable and 
agreeable to both parties, so th a t the 
strike will term inate. 


AN AWKWARD SITUATION. 


D e n v e r , March 5 .—Late Saturday 
evening the striking engineers and 
firemen an the Burlington 
served 
notice on the managements of the 
different roads centering at Denver 
that any attem pts upon their part to 
assist the 
Burlington by hauling 
freight cars of the latter company 
womd result in calling out the men 
on these lines. The managers of the 
neutral liues claim that this new 
move on the part of the strikers places 
their roads in a delicate position. 
They 
m aintain 
th a t the 
provi­ 
sions of the Interstate Commerce law 
are m andatory upon this point, and a 
refusal upon their part to accept load­ 
ed 
Burlington 
cars renders them 
liable to a fine of $5,000 for each vio­ 
lation of law involved in such refusal. 
Last night a num ber of officials of 
roads centering in Denver held a 
meeting at the W indsor Hotel to con­ 
sider the m atter, but when asked the 
result of the m eeting positively re­ 
fused to im part information. 
Some 
interesting 
developments are 
ex­ 
pected here if the roads here continue 
to receive aud haul Burlington cars. 


h h r e a t s f r o m t u b n o r t h e r n r o a d . 


M in n e a p o l i s , March 5 .—Assistant 
Superintendent H astings, of the Chi­ 
cago, Burlington and Northern, said 
that he had received official notifica­ 
tion last night of a walkout of engin­ 
eers and firemen of the road at 7 
o’clock to-night if the interchange 
traffic with Parent “ Q” road was not 
stopped. 
As Mr. Hastings says this is out of 
the question, a strike is alm ost cer­ 
tain. 
The road has sixty engines 
and one hundred men will walk out. 
The ofliciaWbavo been preparing for 
the threatened strike and claim that 


thev will run their trains as usual and 
with com petent crews. 


f r i e n d l y f i r e m e n . 


P h i l a d e l p h i a . March 5.—A union 
meeting of seven lodges of Brother­ 
hood of Locomotive Firem en of P hil­ 
adelphia, was held to-night. 
The ap­ 
proval and endorsem ent of the strike 
in the west was enthnsastic, and 
confidence was expressed in its ultim­ 
ate sucess. Resolutions were adopted 
warmly championing the cause of the 
striking brothers, and pledging sup­ 
port. The question ordering all mem­ 
bers of the brotherhood now in the 
service of the Reading company to go 
oil sttike was informally discussed, 
but no official action was taken. ' 


CONVENTION IN NEW YORK. 


N e w Y o r k , March 5.—At a Sta'e 
m eeting of the Brotherhood of Loco­ 
motive Engineers to-day, a long state­ 
m ent was issued to the public in re­ 
lation to the condition of the organi­ 
zation and to the Burlington strike. 
After referring to tho financial re­ 
sources, which are ample, the state­ 
ment says: 
“ We wish to say to the public that 
the Brotherhood has not abandoned 
its conservative ideas where they will 
avail 
in 
obtaining 
justice. 
But 
in 
our 
present 
issue 
we 
are 
prepared to go as far as is necessary 
to obtain our just and acknowledged 
rights. 
The 
statem ent 
th at the 
younger and more pugnacious ele­ 
ment of the Brotherhood has gained 
control of its destinies is unwarranted 
aud misleading. On the contrary, it 
is the universal custom for the veterans 
to do the talking, in compliance with 
the habits of discipline engendered by 
our profession. In conclusion, we de­ 
sire to ask those who mav lie inclined 
to doubt the wisdom of our present 
action, the following question: 
“ Is it loss reasonable or fair for en­ 
gineers and firemen to make a com­ 
mon cause against a stubborn corpor­ 
ation, than for the managers of the 
railways of the country to make a 
common cause against us in this 
particular case by secretly supplying 
the Chicago, Burlingtou and Quincy 
m anagers with men in their tim e of 
need, und thus conspiring for our de­ 
feat?” 
Thanks aro extended to the general 
newspaper press, with one or two ex­ 
ceptions for the courtesy and fairneBS 
with which they have treated the en­ 
gineers side of the c -eo. 
All they ask 
is fair play and no favors.

N e w Y o r k , March 5.—The spring 
meeting of the American Baseball 
Association began here to-day.

A proposition was subm it­ 
ted by Morris R. Locke A Co., of 
Pasadena, Cal., asking the citizens to 
subscribe $100,000 to aid the road and 
guaranteeing the completion of the 
road to W hite Oaks, New Mexico, in 
twelve m onths.

UTAH POLITICS. 


Governor West Vetoes the Anti 
Tobacco Bill. 


S a l t 
L a k e , M arch 5 .—Governor 
West to-day returned the Anti-Tobacco 
bill to the House. 
The bill prohibits 
the sale of tobacco and cigarettes to 
minors. 
He suggested that a provi­ 
sion be inserted making it a m isde­ 
meanor to sell tobacco to minors only 
after a written notice from parents or 
guardian forbidding such sale. 
In the IiouBe to day a committee 
was appointed and instructed to pre­ 
pare a memorial to Congress protest­ 
ing against placiug wool on the free 
list. 


GOOD l'OH TRADERS. 


War W aging Bet ween Railroads* 
Coast Commerce Affected. 


C h i c a g o , March 5 .— The W estern 
rate war continues spreading in new 
directions. Up to to-day all roads be­ 
tween Chicago and the Missouri river 
had charged full tariff rates on trans­ 
continental freight, and confined tho 
cuts to local business, buf to-day two 
of the lines extended their cuts to the 
Pacific coast business. As a result the 
rates on first class freights were re­ 
duced 28 cents a hundred. 


Wreck In Tennessee. 


C h a t t a n o o g a , Tenn., March 5 .— 
The passenger train on the Cincin­ 
nati Southern Railroad due here at 
10 o’clock la st night was wrecked at 
Oakdale, eighty-three miles north of 
this city. 
Four persons are said to 
have been killed and m any wounded.

IN THE CAPITOL. 
The Postal Telegraph Kill Ad­ 
versely Deported. 


W a s h in g t o n , M arch 5. — In the 
Senate to-day Reagan reported ad­ 
versely from the Postoffice and Post 
Roads Commission, the Edm unds 
and Cullom Postal Telegraph Bill and 
reported favorably tlie original bill to 
regulate interstate commerce carried 
on by telegraph and subject telegraph 
companies to the supervision of the 
Interstate Commission. 
Cullom insisted that this bill re­ 
ferred to the Interstate Commission. 
A sharp conflict between the Com­ 
missioners followed and the m atter 
finally went over without action. 


a n o m in a t io n . 
The President sent to the Senate the 
nomination of John Lee Brown, of 
New York, to be Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Court of Idaho.

THE LA HAI1KA CLAIMS. 
The President sent to the Senate a 
message in relation to the well-known 
Weil and La H aora claims. 
The 
President says that it will be seen 
from the accompanying report, from 
the Secretary of State, that it is sug­ 
gested that these claims be referred 
to a court in order that the chaiges 
of fraud made in relation to these 
claims may be fully investigated. 
If 
for any reason this proceeding be con­ 
sidered inadvisable, he asks that some 
final and definite action be taken 
directing the executive departm ent 
of the government what course to pur­ 
sue in the premises. 


PETITIONS PRESENTED. 
Among the memorials presented 
and 
referred were the following : 
From the W oman’s Christian Tem­ 
perance Union, for a repeal of the 
internal revenue taxes on alcoholic 
liquors, and for a prohibitory am end­ 
m ent to the Constitution; thirty-two 
petitions (presented by Sherman) for 
the passage of a per-diein service pen­ 
sion bill, and numerous other pe 
tit ions from other States to the same 
effeet. The House concurrent resolu­ 
tion directing the Secretary of the 
Navy to designate a national vessel 
to convey the rem ains of ex-President 
Paez, of Venezuela, was passed. 
The unfinished business (the P en ­ 
sion bill) was laid aside and the Ur­ 
gent Deficiency Appropriation bill 
taken up. Among the amendments 
recommended by the Committee on 
Appropriations and adopted by the 
Senate were the following: Reducing 
the item for erecting officers’ quarters 
at Mare Island, Cal., from $5,000 to 
$2,500; inserting au item of $770,495 
to completo the reports of the tenth 
census; reducing the contingent ex­ 
penses of land offices from $35,000 to 
$25,000; striking out an item of $20,­ 
000 for miscellaneous expenses of the 
United States Courts being the defi­ 
ciency for the year 1887; inserting an 
item of $98,000 for printing aud bind­ 
ing for the Postoffice department. 
TH E I’RINTING DEPARTMENT. 
An am endmont to strike out the 
following paragraph, “ and the public 
pri liter is hereby directed to rigidly 
enforce the provisions of the eight- 
hour law in the departm ent under his 
charge,” having been reached, Hoar 
inquired of Hale why those lines 
should be stricken out. 
Hale said that there were persons 
in the departm ent working by the 
piece who desired to work more than 
8 hours, who preferred to work 12 
hours, and the adoption of 
the 
item might be construed to make 
these men stop work at the end of 8 
hours. The resolution might be the 
means to cause good workmen to stop 
after 8 hours and allow new untried 
green hands to be brought into the 
office. 
Hawley said that if the provisions 
of it had any meaning at all, it was 
an attem pt to forbid a m an to work 
more than 8 hours, therefore in be­ 
half of the workingmen, he protested 
against it. It seemed to him a piece 
ofdemagoguism. Quite a lively debate 
ensued between Hoar and Hawley 
which 
finally term inated by Hale 
withdrawing his am endm ent. 
The 
Senate then adjourned. 


THE HOI/SB. 


Morrow asks for 
Inform ation 
About the Samoa Islands. 


W a s h i n g t o n , M arch 
5 . — In the 
House to-day, Morrow, ot California, 
introduced a resolution calling on the 
President for the correspondence be­ 
tween the United States and its con­ 
sular agents at the Navigators(Samoa) 
Dlands, touching the public affairs at 
said islands, the seizure and deposi­ 
tion of the late King, with whom this 
Governm ent had entered into a cer­ 
tain treaty stipulation, and the diffi­ 
culties which have recently taken 
place concerning the Government 
of said islauds and due adm inistration 
of the law ; also for such other corre­ 
spondence as may have been had 
with European governments, and par­ 
ticularly with Germanjr, respecting 
the government Of the islands, and 
the President is requested to inform 
the House w hat measures have been 
taken to protect the rights and prop­ 
erty of American citizens in 
' 
islands. 
NEW BILLS. 
By Woodburn, of Nevada, a bill was 


introduced authorizing the issue of 
United States coin notes. 
By Grosvenor, of Ohio, a resolution 
directing the committee on m ilitary 
affairs, to ascertain whether unofficial 
m atter has been incorporated in the 
war rebellion records as has been as­ 
serted, and if so, under what circum­ 
stances and by what authority. 
By Nutting, of New York, for the 
construction of a ship-canal around 
the Niagara Falls, in New York. 


TH E M CD U FFIE-D iV IS CONTEST. 
The Honse then proceeded to the 
consideration of the McDuffle-Davis 
contested election case. 
Marsh, of Pennsylvania, opened the 
use for the eontestee, and denying 
the statem ent made in the minority 
report th at the case involved no legal 
question, proceeded to discuss the le­ 
gal beaiiugs of the contest as well as 
the facts elicited in the testimony, 
which he contended was utterly in­ 
sufficient to prove the allegation of 
fraud made by the contestants. 
Rowell, of Illinois, advocated the 
minority report, and after some debate 
the case went over till to-morrow. 
A joint resolution was passed allow­ 
ing Paym aster J. Q. Barton, of the 
United States Navy, to accept from 
the Em peror of Japan, the Order of 
th r Rising Sun.

from the obscurity into which it bad 
been suffered to lapse since th e date 
of that convention, and its restoration 
from the practical control of minor 
und local officials of the Canadian 
maritime provinces, until the treaty 
pending was concluded. No available 
remedy seems to have been supplied 
for the iuconsistencies, incongruities 
aud unjustifiable

The correspondence will serve also to 
establish the fact th at prior to tho 
treaty of reciprocity of 1854, and sub­ 
sequent to its abrogation, and in the 
years 1870 and 1871, a vexatious and 
harrossing adm inistration by Canar 
dian authorities was practiced un­ 
checked. 
As neither the treaty of

America can acquire 


A CLEAR UNDERSTANDING 
Of his rights and duties w hilst w ithin 
jurisdiction of all waters of Canada, or 
to such ports and harbors as casualty, 
necessity or convenience m ay suggest 
without fear of encountering any such 
harsh and unfriendly treatm ent as he 
was heretofore subjected to under the 
uncertain, unwarranted and varied in­ 
terpretation of his treaty rights.” 
The accompanying papers are made 
up of extracts from diplomatic corres­ 
pondence of 1887;

the same time expressing the most 
earnest desire for an am icable adjust­ 
ment of the differences.

Tke H itter of the Appointment 
of a Detective Force Dis­ 
cussed— Other Buainesa. 


The Council met in regular session 
at the City Hall yesterday, President 
Humphreys in the chair, present: 
Messrs. Hanley, Barrett, .Moriarity, 
Collins, Cohn, Bosby shell, Teed 
Gibbs, Sinsabaugh and Lovell. 
After reading and adopting the 
minutes of the previous meeting, the 
following business was transacted : 
Captain Barrett moved that the 
Board of Education be allowed the 
privilege of using the Council cham­ 
bers for holding business meetings on 
Tuesday evenings. Carried. 
Mr. Hanley called attention to the 
lack of water supply in East Los 
Angeles. 
A message from the Mayor was 
read. It urged the creating of a De­ 
tective Force consisting of a Chief and 
three assistant detective officers, and 
asked that an ordinauce at once be 
drafted and passed. It recited the 
evident and patent necessaries for 
such action and appealed for prompt 
and immediate action. 
Mr. Cohn moved that the matter be 
referred to City Attorney with instruc­ 
tion to draft an ordinance carrying out 
the recommendation. The gentleman 
was of the opinion that there was a 
necessity for such a force and that 
the charter clearly provided for such 
a body independant of the police 
Jmtos. 
Gapt. Barrett stated that he thought 
there was a necessity of standing by 
the Chief in order to have an effective 
Police force. He amended Mr.Cohn’s 
motion by refering the message to the 
city attorney for his opinion. 
Mr.Lovell did not see why the motion 
should be throttled by referring it to 
the City Attorney when every mem­ 
ber now knew that opinion. 
Chief Cuddy was asked to speak,and 
replied that he did not know what he 
could say as it was proposed to refer 
the matter to the city attorney 
with instruction that an ordinance 
creating such a force be passed. As 
bur as he was concerned he did not 
think such action would be legal under 
the charter. 
Mr. Collins asked thatthe other 
member of the Police Commission 
be heard from 
President Humphreys asked Mr. 
Lovell to take the chair and in re 
spouse to the call said: “There is no 
use in covering up this matter but I 
will come down to plain naked facts. 
It is reported that gambling houses 
are increasing and running in full 
blast all over the city. It is said that 
the tan games have been increased 
lately from twenty-five to thirty 
Kmes, also that houses of ill-fame are 
ing established all over our place. 
In the face of this there seems to be a 
necessity for the force we seek to cre­ 
ate. I do not see the necessity of re­ 
ferring the matter to our City Attor­ 
ney when he has stood up on the 
floor of this hall and given his opin 
ion to the effect that under our 
law we have no 
power to 
protect ourselves against gamblin0 
and houses of prostitution. It is not 
desired to do any thing to oppose the 
work of Chief Cuddy, but to render 
him a powerful assistant. It is ap­ 
parent he now has more than he can 
Mr. Sinsabaugh thought the Coun­ 
cil now had a report from the Police 
Commissioners and that it should 
act in the matter and create such a 
detective force. There was no reason 
why it should not be a powerful and 
effective auxiliary to the Police force. 
Mr. Collins thought that before the 
department was created the Council 
should be sure it had the power to 
do so, and for that reasou he would 
favor referring the matter to the City 
Attorney. 
Mr. Coh ns motion was carried. 
A second message from the Mayor 
asking that prompt steps be taken to 
sewer all streets now being paved was 
read.Captain Barrett moved that the 
message be laid on the table, 6tating 
that he was becoming tired of such 
communications when the committee 
was doing all it could to expedíate 
the improvement of streets. The 
Mayor should know this and not in­ 
salt the committee by such messages. 
Mr. Lovell amended the motion by 
referring it to the Sewer Committee. 
Adopt 3a. 
Capt. Barrett offered his written re 
signation os a member of the Board 
of Public Works, stating that lie was 
tired of having mud thrown at that 
committee by the Mayor, who was 
Bending in communication after com­ 
munication for public and newspaper 
notoriety. 
Mr. Cohn, os a member of the 
Board of Public Works, stated that be 
thought that Mr. Barrett’s resignation 
should not be accepted. Having 
worked with him, he knew him to be 
m most valuable member. As far as 
there being any insinuations intended 
by the Mayor’s message, be that as it 
may, it should not deter any member 
from doing his duty. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh thought the Mayor 
honest in his intentions and that 'he 
only wished to encourage the work. 
As for himself, he was ashamed of 
the present condition of the streets 
and thought he should do just as the 
Mayor in urging their speedy improve­ 
ments. It was probably done in the 
seat of desire to see the city in a bet­ 
ter condition, and Mr. Barrett should 
not be so sensative.

T h e State Board of Equalization 
has sent a circular to the County A s­ 
sessors instructing them

As we have repeatedly written, 
there is but one rule of valuation, and 
th a t is the one prescribed by law, to 
w it: ‘‘Full cash value.” It is useless 
to multiply definitions of that term, 
b ut títere does not seem to be any 
difficul'y in determining values by 
real e&tate agents, buyers and sellers. 
W hen property changes hands at cer­ 
tain well known prices and the com­ 
m unity accepts such prices as the 
valne of the property, the Assessor 
who does not accept such valuation as 
tbe standard of assessment is certainly 
doing violence to his oath of office. 
Undervaluation to escape State tax­ 
ation is a double-edged sword. 
This is not a fair way of presenting 
the legal proposition to the Assessors. 
The law explains w hat a “ fair ca*h 
value” m eans when it says that prop 
erty shall be assessed 
at what it 
would be taken for for a just debt 
from a solvent debtor. 
This defini­ 
tion is a proper and conservative one. 
It is not a fair valuation to take a

M ayor W orkman has made an at 
tem pt to solve the difficulty which has 
beeet th e creating of a detective force 
for this section.

In the m atter of the 
Turf and Produce Exchange, I answer 
the questions presented as follows: 
First—Is this a contract? [Copy 
contract.] 
By the terms of this agreement the 
purchaser buys 500 bushels of wheat 
at a fixed price. The substance of 
transaction is a staple commodity, and 
one liable to fluctuation in value. 
It is a contract, similar to those 
used in dealing “ long” and “ short” 
on margins, used in stock and prod­ 
uce transactions oh 'change. 
Your second 
question: 
Is 
the 
m ethod of determining the rise and 
fall in value by mechanical means 
gambling? 
There is no such offense as gam ­ 
bling at common law, and had not the 
Legislature declared certain proeeed- 
ures to be criminal, every one might 
gamble as he chose.

and proceedures as are enumerated 
and defined by statute and by the 
ordinances of this city, where the 
same subject is not covered by State 
enactm ent, are criminal.

A SAD ACCIDENT. 


N. R. Vail Drowned at the 
Salt Works 


in

l a n k . 


Every Effort Made to Save Him 
but W ithout Avail—The Surf 
Too Heavy. 


Yesterday afternoon, shortly after 


3 o ’clock, one of the saddest of acci­ 
dents occurred at Redondo B each. 
Mr. Nathan R . V ail, one of th e best 
known citizens in Los A n geles, was 
drowned w hile attem pting to cross 
the surf in a sm all boat. 
T he surf 
had been running very Iwgh along the 
beach for the past four days, and un­ 
til yesterday no one had attem pted to 
cross. 
Shortly before th e accident 
Mr. V ail ha cl been dow n th e beach 
and had seen several fisherm en cross 
th e surf in safety in their boats. 
About 3 o ’clock he walked up to th e 
salt 
works, 
opposite 
w hich 
a 
vessel 
he 
desired 
to 
visit 
was 
lying at anchor. 
H e expressed a de­ 
sire to cross th e surf, but those in 
charge of the works warned him that 
it was unsafe, especially in such a 
boat as he intended 
It w as a flat-bot­ 
tom skiff not fitted for crossing the 
surf at any tim e, but Mr. Vail insisted 
on m aking the attem pt and accom ­ 
panied by three sailors lightly attired 
ie started in the direction of the ves­ 
sel. 
l i e was warm ly clad and had a 
very heavy overcoat wrapped closely 
over h is person. 
The boat success­ 
fully passed three breakers and was 
about 100 yards fro n the si ore when 
a very heavy wave broke over it and 
filled it w ith water. 
Mr. Vail and 
two of th e sailors were thrown into 
the water, th e third sailor keeping 
hold of tho boat w hich overturned. 
As he fell i nto th e water, Mr. Vail 
siezed an oar and for a short tim e was 
noticed to struggle and then several 
waves broke over him in succession. 
A s the last passed over he lay appar­ 
ently lifeless on the surface ot the 
water and from this tim e his body 
was not lost to sigh t until he drifted 
to the ehore. 
The accident had been 
witnessed from the shore and every 
effoit was m ade to reach him , but in 
vain. Several m en w ith lines attached 
to their bodies endeavored to swim 
out to h im , but there was apparently 
a bar over which the boat had swam p­ 
ed, beyond w hich they were unable 
to go. 
W henever a sw im m er reached 
this point he 
was 
lifted 
up and 
cast 
shorewards 
by 
th e 
huge 
breakers 
which 
still 
rolled 
in 
Tim e and tim e again efforts were 
made to reach him , and each was as 
fruitless as th e former, although once 
or twice at the earlier part of the 
struggle it was thought that he was 
heard to cry for help. 
Finally h is 
body w as caught by a breaker aud 
thrown over th e bar, and in a few 
seconds he was carried ashore, and 
every known m eans tried to restore 
bis life. 
H e was wrapped in blankets 
and m edical aid sum m oned, but to no 
avail. 
It was not thought that he 
was drowned, for. h e was not under 
the water long enough at any one 
tim e. 
The sudden shock, and th e 
know ledge that he was burdened with 
an overcoat was thought to have par­ 
alyzed him , and ©wing to h is age, to 
have caused his death by suffocation. 
H is rem ains will be brought to the city 
to-day, w hen an inquest w ill be h eld. 
Mr. Vail was 6 3 years of age at tbe 
tim e of h is death, and had bean a res­ 
ident of Los A ngeles since 1865. 
H e 
w as port owner in a large cattle range 
near B enson, and w as largely inter­ 
ested in the Total W reck m ine, in the 
H arshaw district, near Pantano, A r­ 
izona. 
H e was a director of th e R e­ 
dondo Beach Com pany, and w as a t 
the Beach looking after th e interests 
of the com pany at the tim e of th e 
accident. 
H e leaves a w ife, daughter 
and three sons, to mourn h is loss. 
The three sailors reached the shore 
in safety, owing to the lightness of 
their garm ents, but they w ere unable 
to aid Mr. Vail.

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IDA SEARLE’S DEATH. 
Suit For One Hundred 
Thousand Dollars. 


LACK OF PROPER ATTENTION 


Charged bv Mr. and Mrs. Me Land — 
Removed to the Pest House 
in the Rain. 


Yesterday morning Mrs. Mattie 
McLaud and her husband, J. F. Me- 
Laud, commenced suit in the Superior 
Court against Mayor Workman, the 
City Connell and Drs. M. Hagan, G. 
L. Cole and L.% McEvoy, to recover 
$100,000 damages caused by the death 
of Ida Searie, the daughter of Mrs. 
McLaud by a former husband. The 
complaint sets forth that the defend­ 
ant, M. Hagan, was the duly appoint­ 
ed, qualified and acting Health Officer 
of said public corporation, and that 
defendant, Cole, was the duly ap­ 
pointed, qualified and acting Assist­ 
ant Health Officer thereof, and that 
the defendants, Hagan and Cole, 
were at all of said times physicians 
by profession and occupation; and 
that the defendant, McEvoy, Mas at 
all of said times the duly appointed, 
qualified and acting Sanitary Inspector 
of said public corporation and Super­ 
intendent of tbe smallpox hospital or 
pesthouse hereinafter mentioned. 
That the said defendants in their 
said several and respective official 
positions and in pursuance of law had 
at all said times hereinafter mention­ 
ed, the control, management and care 
of the said smallpox hospital or pest- 
house of said public corporation, which 
said hospital was then and there 
maintained by said corporation, anil 
the said defendants for the reception, 
and care, medical treatment and cure 
of persons suffering with malady of 
variola or smallpox, who might be 
found afflicted with said disease within 
the corporate limits of said public cor­ 
poration; and that the said defend 
ants, Hagan and Cole, had, ut all of 
said times, in the exercise of their re­ 
spective official duties, and in con­ 
junction with the said McEvoy and all 
the other said defendants, the care, 
custody, control and management of 
said hospital, and the medical attend­ 
ance and treatment of all patients 
who might be received at said hospit­ 
al, and particularly of the said Ida 
Searie, hereinafter mentioned. 
That plaintiffs were, prior to the 
wrongs and injuries herein complain­ 
ed of, and ever since have been and 
aie, husband and wife, and residing 
at house No. 42 San Pedro street, 
within the limits of said public cor­ 
poration 
• 
That the said Ida was, at tbe said 
date of the perpetration of the wrongs 
and injuries herein complained of, of 
the age of 15 years and 5 mouths, and 
was living with (and as a member of 
^the family of) these plaintiffs at said 
house, f.nd was a daughter of the 
plaintiff Mattie by a former husband. 
That the said Ida was on the 25th 
of December, A. D. 1887, attacked 
with the disease of variola, or small­ 
pox ; that said Ida was suffering from 
said illness and making progress 
toward recovery until about the hour 
of 7:30 r. m. oí January 4th, A. D. 
1888, at said house. 
That the said Ida had at said time 
competent medical attendance, proper 
and careful nursing, and her invalid 
room which she occupied at that time 
At plaintiff’s said house was supplied 
with, and had all the necessary com­ 
forts, conveniences and appliances 
and requirements for her in her said 
illness. 
That on the said night of the 4th of 
January, A. D. 1888, at said hour, a 
great and continuous rainfall was pre- 
vai ing throughout said* city and 
county of I os Angeles. The atmos­ 
phere was damp and chilling and ut­ 
terly unfit and dangerous and fatal for 
such an invalid as the said Ida was 
then and there to be exposed or taken 
out into. 
That at said time when the plaintiff, 
J. F. McLaud, was absent the said 
defendants, Hagan Cole, McEvoy, 
with the assistance of two polieemen 
of said public corporation and other 
of defendant’s servants and employes, 
recklessly, rudely, 'violently and 
forcibly and against the will and con­ 
sent of said Ida and of said plaintiff, 
and in a barbarous, brutal, cruel, in­ 
human and grossly negligent manner, 
removed said Ida from her said careful 
attendance and from^her said pleas­ 
ant, comfortable, fit and satisfactory 
invalid room and out into the said 
heavy rainfall and the said damp, 
cold night, and having placed her 
upon a mattress and in an open, leak­ 
ing and unprotected ambulance 
wagon, and so then and there trans­ 
ported her therein to and incarcerated 
her in the smallpox hospital or city 
pest-house of said public corporation, 
the said drive lasting about twenty 
minutes, during which time the said 
Ida was exposed to the full fury of the 
inclement night, save a partial and 
insufficient protection afforded by 
blankets wrapped about her diseased 
and enfeebled body. 
That said ambulance was then and 
there utterly and grossly and negli­ 
gently unfit for such transportation, 
and among many other matters in 
that, that it was open in front and 
leaking, and that there was no pro­ 
tection therein for said invalid to 
properly shield her against the dan­ 
gerous and baneful effects of said ex­ 
posure to said damp and chilling 
night air. 
That said pesthouse was then and 
there, and solely by reason of the 
negligence of each and all of the de­ 
fendants, grossly unfit for the occu­ 
pancy of such an invalid as the said 
Ida, or of any human being whatever. 
That the said defendants, Cole and 
McEvoy, with said assistants, then 
and there carelessly and negligently 
placed the said Ida in a cold, damp, 
cheerless, and grossly and negligently 
unfit room of said pesthouse, about 
ten feet square; that said room was 
only partially lined with ancient, dil­ 
apidated, disease-infected cloth and 
paper lining, which was torn away 
from the walls and removed in many 
places, and many great cracks then 
and there existed' in the walls of said 
room, through which cold, damp and 
chilling winds then and there, and 
until the date of her death hereinafter 
mentioned, constantly rushed and ed­ 
died in every direction in and to said 
room, and over And upon the said Ida; 
that no means were then and there, 
or ever provided for warming said 
room or maintaining an even temper­ 
ature therein; that the only vessels 
provided for cooking or even heating 
water afforded plaintiff, Mattie—who 
had accompanied the said Ida to the 
•aid pesthouse to nurse her and care 
for her—was an ancient, superannu­ 
ated and dilapidated oyster can and 
two similar fruit cans of uncertain age 


unfitness r f the said pesthouse and of 
said room, and said want of furniture 
and supplianoes as aforesaid was 
wholly owing to the craelessness ai d 
negligence of each and all of said de­ 
fendants, who then and there had the 
charge, custody, care and control and 
management of the said nesthonse 
and of said room, and of saiu Ida. 
That the said defendants and each 
of them then and there and at all of 
said times negligently, carelessly, un­ 
skillfully and improperly attended to 
and medically .and otherwise so treated 
and cared for the said Ida, and then 
and there, carelessly and negligently, 
failed to supply her with proper or 
sufficient medicine, or medical cura­ 
tive appliances, or necessary stimu­ 
lants, and which were necessary, fit 
and proper for her in her said condi­ 
tion, from the said time of her said 
incarceration in said pesthouse as 
aforesaid until -«he died therein as 
hereinafter set forth. 
That solely bv the reason of the said 
carelessness‘ami negligent removal of 
the said Ida, from her said home to 
said pesthouse, and the gross and neg­ 
ligent nnfitness of said pesthouse and 
room for her reception and incarcera­ 
tion as aforesaid, and negligent and 
careless want of attendance and atten- 
t ion mud want of proper treatment, and 
improper treatment of the said Ida, 
and the said careless and negligent 
want of medicine and of stimulants 
and of medical appliances and of nec­ 
essaries for her by each and all of tbe 
defendants as aforesaid, the said Ida, 
immediately upon her said removal to 
an incarceration in said pesthouse, as 
aforesaid, aud as a necessary, ordinary 
and probable result thereof, for 
the first time in her said illness pre­ 
sented alarming, dangerous and fatal 
symptoms of congestion of the lungs, 
bronchial tilths and air passages of 
the throat and general rcute inflamma­ 
tion of the respiratory organs, and 
that solely therefrom the said Ida 
thereupon suffered a relapse in her ill­ 
ness, and notii withstanding the care 
and attention constantly given her by 
the plaintiff, Mattie, and other sympa­ 
thizing assistants, so far as possible, 
she gradually' rank and lingered until 
the Mh day of January, A. D. 1888, 
when in said room and at said pest­ 
house, Ida died. 
That the said death of tho said Ida 
was solely caused by the aforesaid 
gross carelessness and negligence of 
the said defendants aud each and all 
of them. 
That plaintiffs, by reason of the 
premises, have forever lost the use 
and services and companionship of 
the said Ida. and have suffered and 
are suffering and will always suffer 
treat pain, sorrow and anguish there­ 
from, and to their damage in tire sum 
of $100,000. 
Wherefore the plaintiff prays judg­ 
ment against the said defendants and 
each cf them, for said sum of $100,000 
damages and costs of suit.
